the Sale and Weighing of Com and other Preamble. 
Agricultural Produce in Ireland are not sufficiently regulated 
by legal enactments ; and it would tend materially to the advantage of 
the several persons interested in buying and selling therein, and to the 
improvement of the quality of the grain brought to Market by the 
farmer, to have one uniform system of dealing established under the 
authority of law ; 



May it therefore please Your M A J E S T Y, 

That it may he Enacted ; £«& be ft (fcltacteb, by The QUEEN’s most 
to Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT whenever it Estabiisii- 
may be desired by any of the inhabitants of any city or town in ^rkei ana 
Ireland, excepting only the cities of Dublin and Cork, to establish a 
15 Market under the regulations of this Act, an application shall be made
